Eclipse of the Moon 


'Iheie was an cc' p<"e of the 


night and thousands ofcunouseyes wen 
turned heavenward in order to witness 
the phenomenon 
An eclipse of the 


moon, though not a r^re, is^always a 
splendid, gpectiido 
JLo see the (juten ol 


night diveated of her splendor, slowly 
dislltcured, and emitting here a portion 
of her usual efiulgencr, must Impress 
eyeu the dullest with mingled feelings ol 
awe and admiration 
if the earth and 


moon followed the same course in the 
heavens, or moved, 
as 
astronomers 


would say, in the Bftmo plane, then at 
every new moon that body would come 
directly between us and the sun, anc 
would cause an eclipse of the sun, while 
at every full moon the earth would be 
Inteipoaed between the sun and moon 
causing an eclipse of the moon 


As, however, the moon s path in the 


heavens la inclined to that of the earth 
at an angle of about ii deg , it la only at 
or near where the two orbits intersect 
that the above conditions occur and that 
an eclipse can take place 
It is thus that 


eclipses, though not extremely rare, are 
infrequent phenomena 


The general circumstances of 
the 


eclipse were ae follows 


Tire moon entered the earth's penum- 


bra, or partial shadow, shortly before f 
o'clock with no perceptible loss of light 
until Bho approached the true shadow. 
which she touched at about 8 54 


She continued to move into the shadow 


till at 0 52 she was fully within it. Ihe 
tpoou continued fully eclipsed until 11 27 
when she began to emerge. At 12 25 the 
last contact with tho shadow took place 
and at 1 21 she was free from the penum- 
bra 


When the moon was fully within the 


shadow, she did not disappear, though 
such disappearances have been noted on 
a few occasions, but shone with a dull 
coppery light. Ihte light she receives 
through the refraction of the earth's at- 
mosphere.
